The animalcule which forms the fubject of the 
prefent plate has long been known to microfcopical 
obfervers. It is found in great plenty in pafte com- 
pofed of flour and water, and which has been fuf- 
fered to become accfcent. The general refemblance 
which this fpecies bears to an Eel has almoft univer- 
fally led microfcopical writers to diftinguifh it by 
that title. Its motions are rapid and flrong: the body 
is tranfparent, except where the inteftines appear. 
It is viviparous, and produces at intervals a nume- 

rous 


rows progeny. In fome inftances it is found of the 
length of the tenth of an inch: but its general fize 
is far lefs. The plate reprefents a group of thefe 
animalcules moderately magnified, and in fuch a 
manner as to exhibit the various particulars of fhape, 
pofturc, tranfparency, comparative fize, &c. Ani- 
malcules of a fimilar appearance are fometimes found 
in vinegar, and have bcen generally confidered as 
conftituting a variety rather than a diftinct fpecies.
